Says Wesley Dobbs, Twin Falls county 
blood chairman, "Public apathy to the 
Red Cross blood prognun In Twin Falls 
Is the main reason for the drawing not 
being successful. This Is, and:hafl been,l 
the number oiie problem In trying to 
have Twin Falls citizens meet the blood 
quota set for them which Is only one-half 
of the total amount of blood actually 
uied by Twin Falls cItlEens."
